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Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto.

CHAPTER 305 
Provincial Coat of Arms Act 
(As amended by Chapter 53, Statutes of British Columbia, 1968.) 
1. This Act may be cited as the Provincial Coat of Arms Act. RS. 
1948, c. 269, s. 1. 


2. No person shall assume or use, in the course of his trade, occu- 
pation, or calling, or otherwise howsoever, the Provincial Coat of Arms, 
as in use in the various executive departments of the Provincial Govern- 
ment, or any design in imitation of the same, or calculated to deceive by 
its resemblance thereto, or any paper or other material upon which the 
same or any design in imitation thereof, or calculated to deceive as 
aforesaid, is stamped, engraved, printed, or otherwise marked; but 
nothing herein shall affect the accustomed use of the same by the mem- 
bers of the Legislative Assembly or by duly authorized officers of the 
Provincial Government. R.S. 1948, c. 269, s. 2. 


3. (1) No person shall, for the purpose of denoting either himself 
or a group of persons, or advertising any trade, occupation, calling, or 
undertaking, assume or use or continue to use any name, designation, 
advertisement, title, or device that indicates or tends to indicate, or that 
is reasonably susceptible of the interpretation, that he or such group, 
or the trade, occupation, calling, or undertaking advertised, as the case 
may be, is connected with or established or supported or approved by any 
Government, or has authority from or exercises any function of any 
Government, if in fact he or it is not connected with or established or 
supported or approved by such Government, or in fact has no authority 
from, or does not exercise any function of, any Government. 

(2) For the purposes of this section, “Government” includes the 
Government of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, and the Government 
of Canada and the Government of any Province thereof, and the Govern- 
ment of any Dominion, Colony, or Province, and the Government of 
any foreign State and any Military, Naval, or Air Force maintained by 
any such Government; and also the governing authority of any city, 
town or municipality, and of any board or corporation constituted for 
the purpose of exercising duties of a public nature. 

(3) Registration under the Partnership Act, under a name of the 
nature described in subsection (1), shall not be a defence to any prose- 
cution under this section. 

(4) For the purposes of this section, the incorporation, registration, 
enrolment, licensing, permitting, inspection, or supervision of any person 
or body of persons, or of any undertaking, under or in accordance with 
any enactment in force in the Province does not, of itself, constitute a 
connection with, or the establishment by, or support, approval, or 
authority of the Government of British Columbia or of any public officer 
concerned in such Act. 

(5) Nothing in this section shall be construed as prohibiting an 
advertisement of the fact of incorporation, registration, enactment, 
licensing, permission, inspection, or supervision, together with a reference 
to the relevant statutory provision. R.S. 1948, c. 269, s. 33, 1968.
